THEY CHEERED 
JUDGE WOOD, 


Mullanphy Bank Creditors 
Were Victorious. 


WILL BE NO COMPROMISE. 


SUITS AGAINST THE DIRECTORS 
TO BE RESUMED. 


Remarkable Demonstration in Judge 
Wood’s Court When the Decision 
of the Judge Was Announced 
From the Bench. 


Recelver Will'am J. Stone's suit agafnst 
the directors of the defunct Mullanphy 
Savings Bank for $250,000 will be prose- 
cuted to judgment. 

Judge Wood refused Saturday morning 
to approve the compromise for $15,000 which 
the receiver suggested ten days ago. 

The scene in the courtroom when Judge 
Wood made the order that the proceeding 
against the directors should be continued 
and that all negotiations for a settlement 
should be deciared at an end, was probably 
the most remarkable in the history of the 
St. Louis Cireuit Court. 

The throng of deposiitors—among them ag 
many women as men—who had met at the 
bar of the court to protest against the re- 
ceiver’s report, unanimously greeted the 
decision with handclaps and cheers, which 
continued for fully five minutes. The men 
shook hands and the women embraced and 
kissed each other in the joy which their 
victory brought them. Judge Wood sank 
back in his chair, his face a deep crimson, 
and rapped for order. But the remarkable 
demonstration did not cease until the pro- 
testing depositors had passed into the hall. 

When udge Wood went from his 
Study -to his seat on the bench at 
10 o'clock, every seat in the court- 
room was occuicd by depositors, whv 
had come by special arrangement to enter 
a personal protest against the proposei 
compromise. Most of them had attended 
the meeting of depositors at Cass avenue 
and Seventeenth street Thursday night, but 
the ranks of the dissenters had been re- 
enforced by several creditors, who said that 
they had signed the petition for the com- 
promise, but claimed they had done so 
through misrepresentation, and would tell 
the court how and why they had done it 
if called upon to do so.

Attorney Reeves read several affidavits 
from creditors who could not attend, con- 
taining staternents that they had been in- 
duced to sign the petitions for the com- 
promise through fraudulent representa- 
tions, and that they were really opposed 
to a compromise. 

Judge Wood read 10 letters he had re- 
ceived from creditors containing declara- 
tions that they had never favored compro- 
mise on the basis proposed by the receiver 
and calling upon Judge Wood to refuge to 
approve the receiver's report. 

Judge Henry A. Clover, attorney fog the

declaring that a compromise would be a 
good thing.

They 
went to the rear of the store and talked 
about half an hour. heard none of the 
conversation. She asked tc be excused, and 
I referred her to Mr. Hillman. The next 
time I saw Callaway was on the day of 
the killing. It was 4:45 o'clock. He stepped 
off the elevator on the second floor. He 
asked md for the cap department. I told 
him, and he walked toward the rear of the 
store, 

“I saw him 4 or 20 minutes later. He 
came then toward me from the west. The 
store is on the northeast corner of Broad- 
way and Washington avenue.”’ 

Pictures and diagrams of the Siegel & 
Hillman store were introduced, and the wit- 
ness explained the diagrams. The e.eva- 
tors ‘and varios departments were located. 
The underwear department, presided over 
by Mrs. Callaway. was on the east side of 
the second floor, about midway of the room. 

“He passed by the underwear department 


and tipped. his hat to Mrs. Callaway. He 
turned and Walked west; He did not appear 
angry then... Mrs, Callaway and the defend- 
ant were then walking along the aisie lead- 
ing from the underwear department. Miss 
Evans, one of the clerks, said to me that 
we ought to look out. Mrs. Callaway 
walked into the underwear department. 
Miss Evans was about 23 feet from Mrs. 
Callaway. The first thing I noticed was an 
exclamation from Mrs. Callaway. [ saw 
her hand come up and I heard a shot. At 
the next Instant I saw another hand go up 
and catch her shoulder. Then I heard an- 
other shot. Then Callaway leaned forward 
and with the revolver three fect from her 
fired again. 

“He came toward me, He had the re- 
volver in his hand. He had the muzzle 
pointed toward himself. He addressed 
me. 
“**T have killed that woman,’ he said. 
‘She was my w.fe. Now do with me what- 
ever you want to.’ 

“T went down the elevator with him 
and we sent for a policeman. Then I went 


upstairs. Mrs. Cailaway was lying on 
table where she had been placed by some 
one. Callaway was not more than six 
feet from her when he fired the first shot. 
She fell when the first shot was fired.”’ 
While Hull was describing the killing 
Callaway drew his handkerchief from his 
vocket and buried his face in his hands.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., June 2%.—Tnhe 
resolution passed by the State Board of 
Equalization under which it proposes to tax 
} the earning capacity and intangible values 
of railroadg in full, is as follows: 

“‘Whereas, The constitution and laws of 
the State of Missouri require that all prop- 
erty shall be taxed in proportion to its 
value; and 

“Whereas, It is the sense of ghis board 
that the railroad property assessable by it 


should be taxed in proportion to its capac- 
ity to earn, as indicated by the sum at 
which it could be sold in the ordinary mar- 
kets and under ordinary conditions of sale,

“Whereas, It is the sense of this board 
that in placing a valuation upon the prop- 
erty of railroads or system of railroads the 
lines of which are partly within and partly 
without this State, after ascertaining the 
actual cash value of the property as an en- 
tirety, in such manner and by such meas- 
ures a8 to the board shall seem most ac- 
curate, fair and just, such proportion of the 
actual cash value of the entire property 
Shall be subject to taxation as the gross 
earnings within this State shall bear to the 
total gross earnings of the entire road or 
System, making due and proper allowance 
for the location and value of terminals, 
buildings and local property; and 

“‘Whereas, ‘To the end that this board may 
have before it the fullest information re- 
specting the actuai cash value of several 
lines of railroud partly within and partly 
without this State, and the relative earning 
capacity of lines within this State as 
compared with the earning capacity in oth- 
er States; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That all railroads having prop- 
erty asseSsable by this board be requested 
to furnish the board with the following in- 
formation on or before July 10, 189%, viz.: 

“1. The entire length of the read or sys- 
tem op June 1, 189%. 

‘2. The entire jJength of main line ani 
branches within the State of ‘Missouri on 
June 1, 1898.

The sum per mile at which the road 
bed and superstructure of the various lines 
and branches in Missouri could be repro- 
duced on June il, 15898.

‘7. The number of shares into which the 
same is divided and the par market value 
thereof, on June 1, 1898. 

“8. If capitalized separately, 
stock of each line or brarch. 

‘Y. The aggregate amount of bonds out- 
standing, by series. 

“10. The lines or parts of 
which each series is a lien. 

“11. The rate of interest and market val- 
ue of each series on June 1, 1598. 

“12. The amount of interest paid on each 
during the last fiscal year of the 
ny making the return. 

The amount of dividends on capital 
stock paid during the last fiscal year of 
the company muking the return. 

‘“i4. The actual cash value of the entire 
road or system as indicated by the market 
value of its stock and bonds on June 1, 
1898. 

‘15. The age@regate eross earnings of the 
road or system: for the tast fiscal year of 
the company making the return. 

‘16. The gross earnings of each particular 
line and branch within the State of Mis- 
souri for the last fiscal year of the com- 
pany making the return; and by gross

Barney Behner, a tallor, is at the City 
Hospital suffering from a self-inflicted gun- 
shot wound in the left arm. 

It is thought that he merely made a bluff 
at committing suicide, possibly with the 
hope of frightening his wife, Rosa Behner. 
who is employed by the Mound City Dairy 
Company, at 1412 Clark avenue, into re- 
turning to him. If that was his intention, 
he feiled entirely in arousing any emotion 
in her, except a feeling of relief and pleas- 
ure at being rid of him temporarily, at 
least. 

Mrs. Behner was apparently in a very 
cheerful frame of mind Saturday morning 
and discussed her husband's escapade with- 
out the least show of regret. 

From her story and that of a friend who 
interpreted her broken English to the re- 
porter, it appears that Behner has been a 
source of fear and annoyance to her for 
several years. 

She says he beat and tried to kill her 
about a year ago, and as it was the climax 
of a Jong series of abuses, she left him. 
Since then she has been living with her 
two children at 1412 Clark avenue, where 
the has a little bakery 2nd attends to the 
counter trade of the Mound City Dairy 
Company. Durirg the year of separation 
Barney has beea a frequent visitor at the 
place, aiways drunk and always quarrel- 
some, she says. 

Inast night he put in an appearance and 
tried to induce his wife to taik with him. 
She declined, and he sat down on the 
doorstep in the alley and amused himself 
by shooting at the opposite wall. Mrs. 
Behner believes this was a bluff to let her 
know that he was armed and couid «ao 
desperate things if he chose. She paid ,no 
attention to him and after a time he tired 
of the gun-play and went away. 

Early Saturday morning he returned and 
aroused his wife by calling her from the 
alley. She went downstairs, but woulda 
not go out doors, and after a few minutes 
she went back to bed. A friend of Mrs. 
Behner’s then told Behner to go home and 
go to bed. Finding that nobody took him 
seriously, Behner became enraged. He 
charged around the alley for a time, mak- 
ing considerable noise. Then he sat down 
on the doorstep and thought the 
over. Having arrived at the conclusion 
that he must do something really desperate 
to impress his wife, he pointed the revolver 
at his left arm and pulled the trigger. He 
laid the pistol down carefully and then 
laid himself out jas carefully, as though 
dead, and waited for his wife to rush down 
and fall upon his prostrate form, weeping 
tears of repentance and grief. In- 
stead she called a policeman, and Barney 
was rudely awakened from his dream of 
sentimental triumph by the arrival of a 
patrol wagon. 

At the City Hospital he said he had shot 
himself accidentally. 

Mrs. Behner laughed xt him, and inti- 
mated that she hoped the wound would 
keep him in the hospital a long time, She 
says he has repeatedly threatened to Fill 
her, and she has been much annoyed by 
his visits to her place of Susiness wien he 
is drunk. 


JUST FOR LOVE OF A MAN. 


Young Woman Whose Fiance Left Her 
Tried to Kill Herself on the Eve 
of Her Wedding Day. 


Annie Tracey, a young woman from 
Orlean, Miller County, Mo., attempted to 
commit suicide Friday evening because she 
thought the young man she loved had de- 
serted her on the eve of their marriage. 

She wandered, sobbing, from the Sst.

Her sister, Lulu Tracey, who had suc- 
ceeded her at the Spellens,’ was sent for 
and took charge of her.
